WHY TURNCOAT POW'S 

Speaking in the Biitmore Hotel in New York City before the Wings 
Club on May 1, 1956 MAJOR WILLIAM E. MAYER, U. S. Army psychiatrist stated 
flatly: Our prisoners in Korea were "the most passive, submissive, helpless" 
Americans ever captured. 

MAJ. MAYER* S conclusion, based on nearly 1,000 interviews with 
returned prisoners, is that the Americans who broke did so because they 
had no adequate set of moral values of personal standards to withstand 
their captors* 

Through psychological means that were "neither new nor irresisti- t 
ble," M&J* MAYER said, the Chinese were able to extract from American 
prisoners "simply astounding amounts of military intelligence" and "tons 
of anti-American propaganda*" This was accomplished, he said, by isolating 
the prisoners emotionally through a system of mass indoctrination that 
had four major phases: 

The segregation of leaders into camps for "reactionaries." 

Setting up "very successfully" a system of informers among 
Americans that ultimately led to the PW's distrusting everybody and 
adopting a philosophy that survival was a matter of "dog eat dog." 

Brainwashing classes that were not so much a matter of trying 
to sell Communism as to undermine American values. Instructors usedl jthe 
works of such authors as ERNEST HEMINGWAY, JOHN DOS PASS0S and JOHN 
STEINBECK— "anyone who raised his voice against social injustice" ~ to 
drive home their points* 

A system of isolating prisoners from their families and country. 
For example, "Dear John" letters, divorce papers and dunning letters 
from loan companies arrived promptly in PW camps. Family letters did not. 

As a defense against brainwashing, I^J* WAYER stressed the need 
for teaching faith and courage in homes, schools and churches. (See 
"New York World Telegram and Sun", 5/2/56, page 3).

WARNING TO LEGIONNAIRES 



The Soviet Uhion and its satellites are making a richi haul of 
American dollar^ as a by product of their "return-to- the-homeland" crusade. 
Communists have been bombarding selected Americans with letters from home 
and Communist newspapers. They urge refugees to return and others to send 
parcels to friends. and relatives in the old country. Communist embassies 
and legations in this country are said to have authorized agencies here 
to sell parcels and collect customs duties in advance. 

, DR. LASZIO ACSAY, executive director of the Hungarian National 
Council, said recently that the Communists were "milking" kind-hearted 
Americans : by overcharging on the items contained in the parcels and by 
adding heavy customs duties. 

According to DR. ACSAY, two pounds of coffee, two pounds of 
sugar and a pound of cocoa, which would cost a maximum of $3 here, come 
to $15 when purchased as a package to be shipped to Hungary* Three 
pairs of nylons, available here for $2, cost $8 when contained in a 

bundle -for -Hungary, he said.

DR. ACSAY added that the duty on new clothing was $1* a pound, 
and on used clothing 50 cents a pound. 

An official of the Lithuanian-American Information Center said 
the Communists had hit on a "gold mind" ii^ the parcel campaign. There 
are 120,000 Americans of, Lithuanian descent in New York alone. Among 
them is a widespread feeling of sympathy for the people in the old, country, 
who^hayejbeen* living for years under an occupation by a foreign power. 

. ^VfY-'The Lithuanian-Americans, it was said, know they are being 
taken in but do not know what to do about it. They want to help their 
friends and- relatives who are suffering privation.

The Legion.believed that if Judge Murray's remarks were 
accepted by investigative agencies, we would then have suppression of the news , 
in the United States, and the FBI and other law enforcement agencies, would be 
placed in theposition of making secret arrests. The Legion believed such 
deplorable tactics would inevitably lead to a police state.agency.

I resolution was passed condemning Judge Murray and praising the FBI for Uts ^ 
excellent work in keeping the general public advised of arrests. This resolution /' 
will be read before the national convention in Los Angeles In September, 1956, '****■— y 
and undoubtedly will be the subject of much embarrassment to Judge Murray, 
particularly inasmuch as, considerable publicity willbe given to absolution

which directly concerns a member of the judiciary in a neighboring state. 

The l.egion discussed the actions of the U.S. Supreme Court in 
the Steve Nelson case of the State of Pennsylvania. This is the case in which 
the court decided that forty-two states, the territories of Hawaii and Alaska, 
had no jurisdiction in matters pertaininglto sedition. The court pointed out 
that Federal, jurisdiction superseded the ^authority of. the various states in such 
matters. The Legion passed a resolution that state sovereignty in sedition 
matters be protected. The Legion did riotcall for enactment of 'legislation 
pertaining, to registration of communists, or involving additional aspects of 
subversion, but limited 1 remarks^to sedition alone. The point was brought up 
that perhaps the court-erred whenitquoted from remarks madeby the Director 
of the FBI in a speech during the early Tvar years that, "internal security , 
matters should jiot be left to amateurs, but should be handled by law enforcement 
officer s and the FBI; whovrere thoroughly experienced;" The Legion' s;point 
being that the court, in making this statement, placed the Director of the FBI 
in.the position of criticizing state authorities and Intimating that'all matters 
of internal security should be left to the FBI alone. The Legion felt that the 
Director had no such intention In ^making these remarks, that the Director 
aimed his remarks at so-called Vigilante, groups and Inexperienced Individuals 
who had no official status or experience with law enforcement. There was left 
no doubt as to the specific intent of the Director's position. The FBLismot

I wish I could be with you tonight, 1 wish that I could accept your 
award in person and tell you face-to-face what a great honor it is. I an 
more than grateful and more than proud. I am moved as I have rarely been 
in w lif e fe y the fact that y our great organization has seen fit to offer 
me this recognition. And I am happy, too, that you are honoring my good 
friend, George Sokolsky, truly one oft our great Americans. 

I like to think that your award is being presented to me tonight for 
more than just cy fight against Communism in all its ugly ratifications. I 
hope that part of your reason for singling me out was to dramatize the fight 
against another kind of subversion and immorality — the far-flung, heavily 
financed, often politically protected activities of the .mobs.

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SALUTE TO RUTGERS UNIVERSITY 



We wish to pay tribute to the trustees of Rutgers University 
who refused to be intimidated by the censure which has been imposed 
upon the university by the American Association of University Professors. 
The reason for the censure was the dismissal of Professor SIMON W. HEIM- 
LICH and MOSES I. .FINLEY in 1952 and the resignation of Professor ABRAHAM 
GLASSER after he had been threatened with dismissal. Let us examine the 
reason why these professors were dismissed from Rutgers Uhiversity, or 
as in the case of DR. GLASSER, resigned. 

During his testimony before the House Committee On Uh-American 
Activities, EDWARD G. ROBINSON testified that he had donated to the 
Committee to Win The Peace, Uhion County, New Jersey, of which SIMON W. 
HEIMLICH, a teacher in the College of Pharmacy at Rutgers Uhiversity, 
was chairman of the Program Committee. HEIMLICH 1 s letter states that the 
Uhion County Committee to Win The Peace was affiliated with the National 
Organization of the same name, headed by PAUL ROBESON and COLONEL EVANS 
S. CARLSON. (See HUAC, Testimony of Edward G. Robinson, 10-27-30, page 
3322). 

The National Committee to Win The Peace was cited as subversive 
and Communist by Attorney General TOM CLARK in letters to the Loyalty 
Review Board, released December 4, 1947 and September 21, 1948. (See 
Guide To Subversive Organizations and Publications, 1951, page 80). 

SIMON W. HEIMLICH appeared before the Uhited States Senate, 
Subcommittee to Investigate the Administration of the internal Security 
Act and Other Internal Security Laws, at New York City on September 24, 
1952. He gave his name, address and his affiliation with Rutgers Uhiver- 
sity. He Reclined to answer on the grounds of the privilege of the Fifth 
Amendment as to whether he had ever been a member of the Communist Party, 
whether he had ever been a recruiter and done recruiting work for the 
American Uhion for Democracy, whether he had ever used an alias, and 
whether he was presently a member of the Communist Party.

WHEREAS, Federal Judge William D» f Murray, before when a motion was 
argued' to reduce bail, made numerous and sweeping statements to the effect 
that the F.B*I* was attempting to try this case in the press through the 
release which revealed the charges and arrest of Hellman* He further 
deplored the actions of Director J» Edgar Hoover in issuing press releases 
concerning Communist charges as un-American; and 

WHEREAS, The American Legion subscribes to the fundamental principle 
that the public has a right to know, and should be informed as to who is 
being arrested and on what charges and that the def endent has a right to 
a public trial; and 

WHEREAS, Any deviation from this long established principle and >* 
policy on the part of any law enforcement agency, at the State of Federal ^^ 
level, would resemble police state methods of making secret arrests; and 

WHEREAS, Suppression of such news, especially concerning the enemies

"The American Legion and its National Commander Jiave arrived 
at the following evaluation of the recent developments in Russia, the 
significance of the 20th Congress of the Communist Party in Moscow and 
the address of NIKITA KHRUSHCHEV on February 24, 1956. 

"In substance, KHRUSHCHEV'S address contained three basic parts: 

1. The denunciation of Stalin and the cult of one-man rule. 

2. The idea that it is no longer necessary for the Commu- 
nists to resort to civil revolt, force, and warfare! to accomplish 
their goals; rather, these can be accomplished by parliamentary 
persuasion and ballots. 

3. The contention that the new collective regime In Russia 
' wants to be friendly with the Uhited States* 

"KHRUSHCHEV in publicly denouncing Stalin and the creed of one- 
roan dictatorship took a calculated risk. He risked provoking unrest, up- 
risings, and even open rebellion by the followers of Stalin, within the 
Soviet Uhion and satellite countries. Against this risk he must have 

I balanced the knowledge that ultimate control of the situation rested with 
the Red Army, and the belief that the army leaders would be drawn more 
solidly Into the net of collective dictatorship because of their natural 
resentment of one-man dictatorship. He must have reasoned also that with- 
in the Soviet Uhion there were followers of Stalin who disagreed personally 
but not in principle with the KHRUSHCHEV group and who sought to set2e 
power for themselves. Finally, he must have reckoned that* in the minds 
of people throughout most of the world, terrorism and bjrufcality and 
suppression of freedom were linked with the name ojE Stalin and the Stalin . W,

"It Is logical to assume that KHRUSHCHEV concludld£ttje odds 
favored the new strategy.

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"Soviet leaderslhave good reason to feel elated v over their 
successes since World War II. They have seen millions ofipeople in vast 
areas of the earth; enveloped ~in* the silent. darkness behind the. Iron and 
Bamboo Curtains.* In *recent, months they have derived further satisfaction 
from the visit of Bforushchev and Bulganin to India and other nations of 
the East. They count *as gains for their side the current turmoil in the 
Middle Eastr, the trend toward neutralism and popular fronts in Greece and 
Italy, and recent Cotcmunist successes in Rcance.

"The announced emphasis upon parliamentary persuasion would 
appear to be an attempt to attract the non-Communist left, Socialists, 
and other non-belligerent radicals and liberals to the side of communism 
against the common foe--capitalism. Such a shift might open a new avenue 
of deceit through which the Soviet leaders could use ail of these groups, 
and pacifists as well, for the promotion, of world communism. For example, 
the people o£ India, long committed to a policy of pacifism, might well 
be enlisted, actively in the Communist fold by means of this device. 

?ttU It"is likely, that this also represents an % attempt to divert, 
attention, from the, new,, complex, and subtle tacticariine^whichis^designed 
to carry communism into non- Communist nations through the, back door rather .~ 
than the front. 

"It should be remembered that the Soviet spokesmen have j not ruled 

Iout altogether the tactic of aggressive war and civil revolt. They have 
merely stated it is not now necessary. They have not said that it may 
not become. necessary, in the future. Undoubtedly Bfarushchev hopes that 
non- Cotranunist nations will become complacent and let their guard down. 
ifc^,. This* new policy pronouncement does not really represent a change in Commu- 
nist doctrine; the Communists have always indicated a preference for 
taking over nations by parliamentary intrigue and subterfuge. Where this 
cannot be done, historically they resort to force and violence and warfare. 

I the 20th Congress and Hirushchev^s address may present a change in emphasis 
or tactics but not in basic Communist doctrine. 

"Neither is the stated 1 desire for friendly relations with capitalist 
nations a, contradiction, of Soviet doctrine. In thfe past, Soviet leaders 
have mouthed desires for* peaceful coexistence and have promoted peace 
offensives whenever it suited their purposes and they needed time. It is 
logical to assume now that Khrushchev,, as was true with; his predecessors, 
hopes to divide, tcorif use , and* weaken /the* opposition to^cotwaunism^through- ^ 
out the/ world 1 .. Through such a policy Soviet Russia would gain time in 
which the vast Communist empire now developing could entrench itself and 
gain greater economic and apolitical cohesion. 

"Wirushchev undoubtedly seeks, through this new tactical ftine, 
to develop the seductive, peaceful coexistence program throughout the 
world into a nonresistance movement as it relates to Communist aggression. 

"In conclusion, the recent developments appear to us to be 
changes in tactics and not in basic Communist doctrine and objectives. 
The latter remain the same--to establish a world Coiranunist society to 
the exclusion of all others resulting in the destruction of human dig- 
nity and the subjugation of man to the state and ail states to the Kremlin. 
Were it otherwise,, were tfcrushchev sincere, long before now, he and the 
present so-called colllective dictatorship would have availed themselves 
of the opportunities provided at the "Summit Conference" and d since to 
evidence their sincerity by deeds rather than the usual empty words;.

"The Communist mind has so defined its worlcTthat it shares 
neither truth nor logic nor morality with the rest of mankind. If, in 
ruling out certain courses for Soviet policy, we attribute to them reasons 
like our own, we are making a fatal error., If we assume that our own . 
policies and statements convey the same meaning to them as to us, we are 
certain to be mistaken. Any policy aimed at an "under standing" between 
the Soviet Uhion and the ttiited States is based on a total lack of know- 
ledge of the ultimate Communist objectives. The Soviets >may be able to 
Understand 11 us in a concrete contempt, but an , \inderstanding ,, --even in 
a hostile sense—as the basis of a sustained reciprocity of policies is 
something we cannot expect. 

"Peace in the sense of international order based on a minimum 
of common values and the ensuing restraint of national aspirations is 
not possible with an adversary who basically rejects the very right of 
other societies to exist. 

"The greatest danger threatening America today is the complacency 
of many o£ our citizens and people throughout the world in -the midst of 
inexorably rising peril."

(7) There was a unanimous resolution condemning UNESCO and calling for 
an abolition of tax-exempt funds for UNESCO. 

(8) There was a strong resolution condemning the Fund for the Republic. 
In fact, five were submitted and DeLoach helped consolidate them into one. 

(9) There have been numerous favorable comments on the Bureau, particularly 
aboutHhe Weinberger and Riesel cases. On Sunday at a closed meeting of the 
Americanism Commission, DeLoach was called upon to comment briefly upon the 
Weinberger case.

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INTRODUCTION 

It Is indeed a pleasure to be withyou once again to discuss a 
matter of mutual interest and concern. ThelFBIis, of course, deeply Interested 
in the good work the American Legion is doing to promote the security of our 
Nation. Mr. J. Edgar Hoover has often stated the loyal and dedicated men like 
you represent the Nations front line of defense. In such capacity there is a need 
for you to know facts concerning internal security. I would like to give you some 
of those facts here In this session. 
MENACE. OF COMMUNISM 

Today, as for the,past decade, ,the>greatest menace to the internal 

J 

security of the Nation* and our way of life is the Communist Party, USA. This 
organization drawing upon a generation of. experience in stealth and.deception is, 
as you know, working unceasingly to destroy>our democratic form of Government. 

In actual:numbers?the Communist Party Is small— today.having 
roughly'20, 000 members. However, the strength of the Party does not He in' 
numbers alone. The Party itself, as you have of ten read; claims that for every 
member there are 10 other persons ready to serve the Party's work. This gives 
the Party a great reserve strength. Moreover, these 20, 000 members are 
fanatical, hard core andwell trained; They represent the disciplined corps of 
communism, ready to obey implicitly the Party's Instructions. 
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Furthermore, we should not be hoodwinked by the comparatively 
small numerical size of the Party. The record clearly showsthat Communist 
Parties have the, power of swift and solid growth when favorable situations arise. 
When the Communist Party was at its peak in the United'States a decade ago, it 

t 

had more members than the Soviet Communist 3>arty when it took control of more 
than 100, 000, 000 persons. In. Italy, the Communist Party once dwindled to only 
15,000 members and then like a cancer cell it rapidly increased to more. than 
2, 000, 000. In Red China, a small inconsequential party of less than 10, 000 grew 
to more than 6, 000, 000. 

A3 1 have previously stated, today the Communist Party, USA, 
consists oMhebest trained, most completely hardened, capable and dangerous 
members of.the Party. It is this group that has capabilities of rendering effective 
service to the espionage systems of foreign communist nations. It is this group 
that can furnishsupplles, "covers," arrange introductions with persons whom 
foreign agents wish to meet. These are only a few of the many services which the 
Communist Party is capable of rendering the espionage systems of foreign 
communist nations now directed against the security of the United States. 
CURRENT PUBLIC PEELING CONCERNING THE COMMUNIST PARTY 

Unfortunately, there Is a widespread feeling throughout the United 
States that the Communist Party today does not represent a menace to our Nation. 
Asyou and I know this is Indeed a dangerous and false sense of security which the 
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Communist Party has deliberately fostered. People who believe this have been 
lulled by the recent downgrading of Stalin. Such thinking is in keeping with the 
old Leninist principle that communism must be built with non-communist hands. 
Also, it is in keeping with his advice that communists must make concessions 
and compromises, must zig-zag, retreat, and even conceal the truth on occasions^ 
in order to ultimately reach communist goals. 

When American Communists talk of coexistence and transition to 
socialism by Constitutional means, let them prove their sincerity first by 
rejecting the basic principles of Marxism— Leninism which in plain simple 
language means—world domination by revolution if infiltration isn't possible. 
America must not be tricked by relaxing its vigil. Our American heritage and 
liberty will be preserved, from the menace otcommunlsm only by the continued 
vigilance of all loyal Americans. American Communists come out of- the same 
alien mold which produces communists in other lands. They are no different 
than the communists who have come to power in 17 of the world's countries 
bringing under their tyranny 40% of the world's inhabitants and one-fourth of the 
world's surface. I believe the most important task and the greatest service 
to this Nation that the American- Legion can perform is to constantly keep these 
facts before the American public so that they will not relax their vigilance. You 
have done an outstanding job in this regard in the past. I am sure you will do 
an even better job in the future. 
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CURRENT STATUS OF THE COMMUNIST PARTY, USA 

And now let's take a look at the Communist Party, USA, as it 
stands in the United States today- For the first time in many years, the 
communist program in the United States has exhibited some dissension within 
its ranks. This dissension has been caused primarily by the vigorous and 
unrelenting campaign of the FBI and the Federal Government. Communist 
leaders now admit that the Communist Party in the United States has lost 
members. On September 22, 1956, in a resolution, they sought to divert 
public attention by claiming allegiance to the United States and publicly proclaiming 
a severance of their umbilical cord from the Soviet .motherland. They fooled no 
one by this tactic. As in the past, they must be judged by their acts not words, 
which on the record prove meaningless. While the Party. is in a state of flux at 
the present time, it continues to be the most dangerous subversive organization 
within the United States. This dahgerousness is primarily because the Party 
continues its strict adherence to Marxist- Leninist principles and becauseof its 
long-established loyalty to the Soviet Union. The Party maintains strict discipline 
through "democratic centralism" which demands that all decisions of higher bodies 
be absolutely binding on lower bodies. 

At the present time within the Party there is a struggle for leader- 
ship. Eugene Dennis, general secretary of the Party, upon his return to Party 
activities early in January, 1956, began immediately to form a new Party leader- 
ship around himself and began to criticize and push aside William Z. Foster, 
national chairman. Dennis selected John Gates, Max Weiss, Fred Fine and other 
important Communist Party leaders to help him consolidate his leadership position 
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over Foster. At the enlarged national committee meeting held in April, 1956, 
Dennis delivered the main political report to the meeting. In his report Dennis 
was criticalof the Party 1 s program over the last ten-year period. He called for 
re-evaluation and reappraisal- He emphasized that the Party in the last decade 
has become isolated from the American people through its adherence to erroneous 
and unrealistic concepts and policies. He called for a new united front approach 
with the view of eventually establishing a broad party of socialism in the United 
States of which the Communist Party, USA, will be apart. 

In his reply to the critical attack of-Dennis, William Z. Foster, 
national chairman, endeavored to defend his leadership; of the Party during the 
last ten years. However, with one exception, all those individuals who partici- 
pated agreed with Dennis 1 views. This internal struggle continues and is a 
serious thorn inthe side of the Party. 

The 20th Congress of the Communist Party of the, Soviet Union 
held February 14-24, 1956, in Moscow had a tremendous impact on the CPUSA. 
The two developments at the 20th Congress which provoked the most reaction 
with the CPUSA were the two speeches made by Nikita Khrushchev, First Secretary. 
On the first day of this Congress, Khrushchev raised the question of peaceful 
transition for Socialism in certain countries. He was certainly speaking of 
countries already within the orbit of the Soviet conspiracy and not the United States. 
He further stated, "In the countries "where Capitalism is still strong and has a 
huge military and police apparatus at its disposal, the reactionary forces will, 
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of course, Inevitably offer severe resistance. There the transition to Socialism 
will be attended by a sharp class revolutionary struggle. " Although he did not 
name the United States, what other-country could Khrushchev have had in;mind 
when he made this statement? 

This speech. of Khrushchev's asserting that there are various ways 
to achieve Socialism has come at an opportune time for the CPUSA. The Party 
has been trying since 1954 to find ways and means of circumventing the 
effectiveness of the Smith Act of 1940 which penalizes advocating the overthrow 
of the United States Government by force and violence. One hundred and eight 
Party leaders have been convicted under this Statute since 1949. The leaders 
hope to persuade the American people and the courts thatthe CPUSA no longer 
seeks the overthrow of the United States Government by force and violence. As 
proof of this statement the Washington Post and Times Herald on October 5 
carried a story headlined "Communist Party Seeks New Hearing on Loyalty" (See 
Exhibit 1 attached). The speech by Khrushchev is just another propaganda 
weapon which the CPUSA has twisted for its own benefit in Its current attempt 
to hoodwink the American people into believing that it is a bona fide political 
party on the American scene. 
THE DENOUNCEMENT OF STALIN 

In his second speech, Khrushchev denounced "the cult of the 
individual" and outlined the crimes committed by Stalin over a 20-year period. 
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This denouncement of Stalin came as a tremendous shock to the CPUSA. It came 
at the time when the Party leaders were making a reappraisal of the Party 
program and errors. committed over the past decade. While the Party leaders have 
been able to resolve to a large degree the position the CPUSA should take with 
regard to the Soviet Union, there still exists considerable confusion and disillusion 
within the Party. The report of this speech has caused considerable concern and 
factional activity inside the Communist Party, USA. At an enlarged national 
committee meeting held in June, 1956, a heated disagreement developed reflecting 
a split among the Party's national leaders as to.the extent that the Communist 
Party, USA, should criticize the Soviet Union. The opposing factions in this dispute , 
are general-secretary Eugene Dennis and John Gates, editor-in-chief of the 
Daily Worker. The Dennis faction is of the opinion that the Communist Party, 
USA, has already goneifar enough if not too far in criticizing the Soviet Union. He 
is urging the Party to adopt the view that it must retain the fraternal ties with the 
Soviet Union and the other socialist nations since all are part of the international 
socialist movement and share common problems. Gates on.the other hand is 
supporting a more outspokenly critical attitude toward the Soviet Union which has 
been reflected in the editorial policy of the Daily Worker. He was so perturbed 
by criticism of his editorials that he resigned his position but no action has been 
taken on this resignation in view of the adoption of a statement by the Party's 
national committee in June, 1956. This statement criticized the Soviet Union, and 
described the Communist Party, USA, as '?an Independent Marxist party of 
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American workers dedicated to socialism. " 

A national convention has been scheduled for February 9 through 
February 12, 1957, for the CPUSA. This is the first convention to be held 
since 1950. The final decisions made at this important national convention will 
reflect the extent of repercussions the 20th Congress held in Moscow has had on 
the CPUSA. Decisions will be made as to whether the CPUSA should be modified 
only slightly, maintaining adherence to most of the Marxist-Leninist dogmas 
and looking toward theSoviet Union for guidance, or whether the CPUSA will be 
completely reorganized along broad Marxist-Socialist lines, dropping many of 
the Lenin dogmas that have isolated the Party, and basing its further day-to-day 
activities on American viewpoints rather than looking toward the Soviet, Union 
for leadership. 

Perhaps the "biggest and.most sensitive thorn in the side of the 
Party-has been the unrelenting campaign of the Federal Government using the 
Smith. Act as its weapon. Since January of 1953, a total of 77 communist leaders 
have been convicted in Federal Court of Smith Act violations. As mentioned 
previously, there have been 108 such convictions since 1949. At the present time, 
22 communist leaders are awaiting trial. The judicial determinations that the 
Communist Party is.a criminal conspiracy dedicated to the eventual overthrow of 
the Government of the United States rave exposed the communist .propaganda that 
they are a political party for the falsehood that it is. 
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Smith Act prosecutions represent an offensive on only one front. 
Since January, 1953, other prosecutions have resulted in 33 convictions for 
making false statements or making false affidavits. There 'have been 5 convictions 
forperjury, 5 for espionage and theft of Government documents and 4 for harboring 
communist fugitives. You can well imagine the intensive investigation the FBI 
has had to keep up, on various fronts to obtain the facts necessary for the Justice 
Department to prosecute and convict these individuals. 
CONFIDENTIAL INFORMANTS 

Today, too, there is. agitation in. some quarters.to do awaywith 
the confidential inforniant. To take this. step would be to weaken the effectiveness 
of the FBI in meeting the communist challenge. Stealth must be fought with 
stealth, and as the Communist Party cloaks Itsactivities In darkenss, we must 
send our informants into that darkness to shed light on what is happening. Since 
January of 1953, a total of 27 one-time trusted comrades were called to the 
witness stand where they revealed their real Identity as confidential informants 
of the FBI. We have been able to penetrate the Party so effectively that its 
leaders concluded in the Spring of 1956 that the Party had no real secrets from 
the FBI, that its underground apparatus had become ineffective, and it was 
consequently curtailed. To do away with the confidential informant would be to 
greatly lessen our operations in the never-ceasing fight we are waging against 
the Communist Party. 
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THE COMMUNIST UNDERGROUND TODAY 

Several basic underlying causes have brought about the present 
slackening of activity of the underground apparatus of the Communist Party. 
There has been the feeling within top Party circles that a more favorable 
political climate exists as a result of the GenevaConference in July, .1955, and 
the realization that FBI penetration of the communist' underground had long since 
reached the point where secret operations were somewhat impossible. 

Since its return to open activities»the Party has 'been considerably 
concerned over the price it has had to pay fordtsiast underground venture. 
William Z. Foster, general secretary of the Communist Party, USA, in defense 
of his leadership of the Party over the past ten years laid blame on the National 
Board for putting the Party underground, noting that it had cost the Party one-third 
of its membership. Some bitterness toward the over-all underground operation 
was also expressed by a few of the rank-and-file members who had been called 
upon by. the Party to servein one capacity or another. With all of the criticism, 
however, there is no Indication that the Communist Party Intends to abandon the 
basic Marxist-Leninist concept that there must always be an illegal apparatus 
paralleling the organizational structure of the open or legal Communist Party. 
Continued absence from established areas of operation by a number of Party 
members as well as data furnished by established sources tends to indicate that 
the Communist Party is continuing to adhere to this basic Marxist-Leninist doctrine 
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The Party has given little attention to the future operation of 
the underground apparatus since being subjected to considerable internal strife 
caused by the revelation of Khrushchev's speechbefore the Executive Session 
of the Twentieth Congress of the Communist Party of the Soviet Union. However, 
the Communist Party has indicated that.it cannot in the future maintain an 
underground apparatus staffed by the same.personnelior a period of several 
years and still avoid detection by the FBI. Therefore, current and future 
operations of the underground may be essentially of. a reserve character. Persons 
in such a status will be periodically rotated and primarily engaged in hiding out 
in a fugitive-type existence so that in the event the Federal Government institutes 
widespread prosecutive action against the Communist Party thisreserve or 
inoperative group can assume leadership. It will act as areplacement for the 
arrested open leaders and preserve the continuity of Communist Party 
organization and programs. 

Even though the Party has returned to open-operations, it 
continues to be extremely security conscious. There has been no relaxation 
of its efforts to constantly warn all districts of the need'for complete security 
in their activities and to detect informants in their midst. Certain leading 
functionaries have been assigned the task of reviewing and analyzing the past 
five-year period of the Party's operations. 
FRONT OPERATIONS 

In the days ahead, there can be no relaxation. With the Party 
above-ground again, vigilance will be needed to combat its activities. The 
Party of 1956, though small, is a higher disciplined organization of well- 
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trained men and women driven by fanaticism who will work entirely for the 
Party's cause. 

The Party can, as we all know, securegreat strength through 
front groups. The communists will now undoubtedly intensify thisactivity. 
In this manner, the communist exploit a. favorite trick of. hoodwinking 
noncommunists. All to°often noncommunists lend their names for officers, 
advisors or consultants to communist fronts. The real control, however, 
remains with the Party. 

Great emphasis is now being laid on industrial concentration, 
that is placing members -in strategic positions in basic industry. This, of 
course, is a continuation of the teachings of Lenin. This is what has been 
referred to previously as the Party's colonization program which Is one of the 
most dangerous segments of the communist attack. 

Is there a propaganda program today by the communist? 
Yes. The Party continues to engage in a powerful propaganda.program designed 
to strengthen the position of the Soviet Union and weaken this Nation. The 
Communist Party is openly agitating for example for the destruction of our atomic 

■a 

bombs and the stopping of nuclear weapons research, the withdrawal of American 
troops from abroad and the reduction of the military expenses. Moreover, the 
communist are trying to do everything they can to sow seeds of dissension between 
America and her allies. All this, of course, is to promote the rise of; communism. 

It has Indeed been a pleasure to appear before you once again. The 
American Legion and the FBI long years ago joined hands to protect the. best 
Interests of our country. This friendship has grown constantly and has prospered. 
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Mr. Hoover is very grateful for your cooperation and deep interest in the 
security of our country. As always, it is an honor to work with you. * 
Thank you.

The ACLU further states that: "Philadelphia ACLU has continued 
its fight in the past year against the state's Pechan Act which required 
signing of a loyalty oath or other basis for loyalty certification of 
all employees of the state or of state-aided institutions. The Act has 
been misused in action against teachers and others whose continued employ- 
ment in no way contravenes the provision of the Act, According to ACLU's 
Philadelphia branch, 'To date, so far as we know, the loyalty oath 
provision of the Act has resulted only in the dismissal of eight state 
employees with conscientious scruples against taking the oath and against 
whom not the slightest suspicion has been breathed. Other provisions of 
the Act seem to have been equally ineffective. '" (See 35th Annual Report

WE, THE PEOPLE 



'" We, The People" is a right wing organization which had its 
inception in Chicago, Illinois. This organization came into being in early 
1955 when leaders of the Freedom Club of Downtown Chicago decided they 
would reconstitute that group and reorganize into a new movement to be 
known as "We, The People." The head of this movement was Harry T. 
Everingham, a Chicago publisher and prolific writer of ultr aeons ervative 
tracts on economics and government. The expressed purpose was "to 
bring together the best conservative minds of our times" td eh&ble the 
group to plan political action in order to oppose "the left wing forces 
working towards Socialism and world Government." "We, The People" 
held its first national convention in Chicago in September, 1955. 

The organ of "We, The People" appears to be a newspaper, 
"Free Enterprise." The. October 15, 1955, issue of "Free Enterprise" 
listed twenty aims of the organization. 

The February 15, 1955, issue of "Free Enterprise" carried 
an article disclosing, that according.to the charter, the purpose of "We, 
The People" is "to educate the American people to recognize and protect 
their God-given rights as defined by the Declaration of Independence and 
guaranteed by the United States Constitution. To respect and pursuade the 
Americans to fulfill their responsibilities voluntarily, through greater 
awareness of the dignity and worth of the individual. To inspire Americans 
to appreciate the Free Competitive Enterprise System and to make the best 
use of their opportunities under this system. To educate and inspire our 
people for the free expression of American citizenship to the end that they 
will treasure and protect their freedom under God with the same faith and 
courage with which their founding fathers fought and died. " 

Another pamphlet put out by this organization indicated that 
they planned to present a "Patriotic Voters 1 Petition" to the Democratic 
and Republican Conventions in 1956. According to this leaflet, excerpts 
from this petition were as follows: "We hereby petition for candidates for 
President and Vice President who are dedicated: 

1. To limit the taxing and spending power of the Federal

There Is considerable enthusiasm in National Legion circles J°2g 
relative to the Director's acceptance of an invitation to speak at the forthcoming 
National Convention of the American Legion, September, 1957, at Atlantic City, 
New Jersey.

ties for the Year 1952, page 45; 1953, page 35; and HUAC, Cotraunist Infiltration 
of Hollywood Motion-Picture Industry, Part 5, 1951, page 1764.) 

FOREMAN'S arbitrary testimony reflected that he invoked the Fifth 
Antendtnent when asked about affiliation with the People's Educational Center. 
Identified as a Coranist and subversive organization by the United States 
Attorney General In 1948, records of the California Legislature listed FOREMAN 
-as an Instructor at 'the 'Center during its .1947 Summer ; Tera, In 1949, he was 
also listed as a signer of an Amicus Curiae brief filed with the Supreme Court 
of the United States on behalf of JOHN HMD LAWSON and DALTON TRUMB0, identi- 
fied Communists. (See California Legislature, Fourth Report of the Senate Fact- 
Finding Comittee on Un-American Activities, 1948, page 373; Amicus Curiae 
brief, 9-10-49, page 2; HUAC, Guide To Subversive Organizations and Publications

Conunist Party - or, that if he had, he was still under its discipline, 11 
Apparently due to the recent Federal Court decision in the LEONARD B. BOUDIN 
case requiring the Department of State to "disclose its evidence in passport" 
denial cases, including the utilization of confidential informants, the Depart- 
ment unexpectedly returned F0REMS r passports in January 1956. (See "The New

COLUMBIA PICTURES CLAIMS FOREMAN CLEARED - HOUSE COMOT SAYS NO , 

When Colutabia Picture hired FOREMAN last March, the firm acknowledged 
his unfriendly appearance before the House Committee on Un-American Activities, 
however, revealed "...in August of 1956, he (FQREM) requested and was granted 
an opportunity to appear again before the Committee in executive session and 
testified without recourse to the Fifth Amendment," (See "The New York Times," 
3-11-57, page C-H.) 

The following conent appeared in LOUELU 0, PARSONS' column of June , 
3, 1957: "There has been so much talk about CARL FOREMAN never having been | 
cleared of- his un-American activities charges that I checked with Columbia 
Studios, I was told that as soon as FOREIGN returned from England *tae he 
had been living since the trouble, he requested a hearing- and was g, anted an 
opportunity to appear in Washington before the House Committee on Un-American 
Activities where he testified without recourse to the Fifth Amendment, He was 
cleared by the Comittee, August, 1956, I was sure that BILL HOLDEN would not I 
have signed to co-star with SOPHIA LOREN in Stella, FOREMAN'S first independent 
picture for Columbia, unless FOREM's record was clean, Nobody in the world 
so thoroughly dislikes leftists more than I, but right is right, and when the 
United States Government clears a man that's good enough for me," (See "Los

THE AMERICAN LEGION'S POSITION 

Seriously concerned about FOREMAN' s new employment, the National 
Executive Comittee of The American Legion, in May 1957, passed a resolution 
stating in part as.follows: "CARL FOREMAN has not by public testimony es* ' * 
tablished himself as a cooperative witness, under oath, before a Congressional 
Committee and,,, (urges) Columbia Pictures Corporation to continue to abide by 
the policy recently followed by most elements of the film industry with respect 
to uncooperative witnesses and not finance or distribute feature films produced 
by CARL FOREMAN until he has publicly testified under oath as a cooperative 
witness before a Congressional Comittee,,," 

This important resolution pointed out "that the House Committee on 
i Un-American Activities does not or has not, in any manner, issued clearances, 
that the,,,Cot(wittee,Mtadiateiy recall CARL FOREMAN to give him the upper- 
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tunity to publicly testify under, oath, before the said^ommittee and relate his 
past association and experiences in the Cominlst Party in a straight forward 
Banner..." In response to the resolution, A. SCHNEIDER, First Vice President 
and Treasurer of Colombia Pictures stated: 'Ve do feel that any objective 
review of all of the elements Involved in the FCREMAN matter would very clearly 
indicate that Columbia acted both in good faith and in conformity to a policy 
which, in fact, was instituted some years ago with legion guidance." 

In support of The American Legion's claim, Representative FRANCIS E. 
WAITER, Chairman of the House Comittee on Bn-Anericsn Activities, on June 12, 
1957, declared in effect that FOREMAN was never a "cooperative witness" before 
his Comittee and was never granted a "clearance." Congressman WAITER'S full 
press release Is as follows: "My attention has been directed to news releases 
to the effect that CARL FOREMAN, who was a Hollywood writer-producer, was a 
'cooperative' witness in a hearing In August 1956, before the Comittee on Un- 
American Activities, and has been, 'cleared' by the Committee on Un-American 
Activities.. .Ihe facts are as follows: 

"(1) In Septette 1951, CARL FOREMAN, who had been previously 
identified as a one-time aether of the Comunist Party by witnesses under oath, 
testified before the Committee on Un-American Activities and denied Comunist 
party membership as of that time, but invoked the Fifth Amendment in response 
to questions pertaining to alleged past Comunist Party MhersHpand declined 
to answer as to whether certain persons were known by him to have been metbers 
of the Comunist Party, (2) In August 1956, CARL FdMAN presented himself 
for interrogation, under oath, for a staff inquiry, This staff inquiry was not 
a formal hearing, nor- was it ever released by the Comittee. (3) Ihe Comittee 
on Un-American Activities has at no time characterized Mr. FCREMAN as a cooper- 
ative' witness, nor does the Comittee grant 'clearance' to any witness and has 
not done so specifically to Br. FCREM."

Within recent months, the Board of Trustees of the New York City Public 
Library accepted for its Schomburg Collection of Negro Literature and History 
a bust of WILLIAM EDWARD BURGHARDT DUBOIS, which was sculptured by WILLIAM ZORACH. 
While the public record reflects both individuals have supported many .subversive 
organizations, DUBOIS has been actually named as a member of the Communist Party. 
(See "The Tablet, 1 * 6-29-57, page 1; and '^Firing Line," 6-1-57, page 1.) 

In a letter of protest to New York City Mayor ROBERT F. WAGNER, GODFREY 
P. SCHMIDT, President of Aware, Inc., sharply declared many New Yorkers are 
''amazed and alienated" by the Library's acceptance of DUBOIS 1 sculptured hea 
and demanded the return of the bust to its doners. SCHMIDT said ''the laws o 
both State and Municipality bar the employment of subversives. To use public 
facilities to honor men like DUBOIS and ZORACH - even though the sculpture is 
a gift - is an absurd contradiction of public policy," Remarking "educators 
know the psychological influence of success on the adolescent mind," SCHMIDT 
said, "can we even expect young people to believe in the virtues of patriotism 
and devotion to our Country when her enemies are honored?" (See "The Tablet," 
6-29-57, page 1 and 11.) 

W. E. B. DUBOIS was born in Great Barrington, Massachusetts, on Feb- 
ruary 23, 1868. A prolific writer and highly educated, he has received degrees 
from the following five colleges and universities: Atlanta, Fisk, Harvard, 
Howard and Wilberforce. According to the Congressional Record , of .February 23, 
1956, page 2806, DUBOIS was listed as one of the founders of the National Associ 
ation for the Advancement of Colored People (NAACP) in 1909. From 1910 to 1932, 
he was Director of NAACP publications and editor of The Crisis , its official 
organ. The public record also reflects DUBOIS was head of NAACP's Department 
of Special Research from 1944 until his dismissal in 1948. (See "Who's Who In 
America," 1954-1955, page 738; and "The Tablet," 6-29-57, page 1.) 

Testifying before the House Select Committee To Investigate Tax-Exempt 
Foundations on December 23, 1952, LOUIS P. BUDENZ said, "DUBOIS became a member 
of the Communist Party approximately in 1944 when this was called to my attention 
officially by JACK STACHEL," a national leader of the Party. According to the 
files of the House Coxoaittee on Un-American Activities, DUBOIS' record of affili- 
ation with subversive organizations "takes up nine pages single-spaced." Some of 
his more important citations are as follows :

By Treason, 1956, page 17; Hearings, Tax-Exempt Foundations, 1952, page. 722; 
and "Congressional Record/ 1 2-23-56, page 2806.), 

DUBOIS' was a supporter of the National Committee To Secure Justice 
for the Rosenbergs, a Communist- front which raised over $302,530.17 in contri- 
butions from the American people for the now executed Soviet espionage agents, 
ETHEL and JULIUS' ROSENBERG. Six months, before the ROSENBERGS' execution, 
DUBOIS declared at an open-air rally in New York City on January 8, 1953; "Americ 
should be aksing a pardon .from the Rosenbergs and not the Rosenbergs who should 
be asking clemency ."" Ironically, during the burial of the ROSENBERGS, DUBOIS 
read the twenty- third Psalm. (See HUAC, Trial by Treason, 1957,, pages ,15,. 34, 
59 and 113; "Firing Line," 10-lr56, page 86; and HUAC, Guide To Subversive Organ- 
izations and 'Pub licat ions^ 1957,^page_ 60. X ^ _-__ . _^__-_ __--"..- . 

WILLIAM ZORACH, sculptor and painter, was, born in Eurburg,, Lithuania, 
oh February 28, 1887 r . According to the 1954-1955 edition of Who's Who In 
America ; page 2963, ZORACH was listed as a sculptor for the new Post Of f ice and 
Justice Department buildings in Washington, D.C. Elected as "dean of United 
States sculptors" by Time Magazine in 1956, Z0RACHwas<a participant in a Time, 
Inc., sponsored traveling exhibit entitled "Sport In Art". Originally booked 
to be shown during the Olympic games in Australia in the Fall of 1956, the 
art exhibition was suddenly cancelled>by the Department of State, after many 
protests were received from citizens living in the Dallas, Texas area. It was 
charged that ZORACH and other artists had records of affiliation wth subversive 
organizations. (See. "Congressional Record, '• 6-14-56, pages 9377, >.>80, and 9382.) 

During that year, ZORACH experienced other difficulties when under 
an existing contract with the Bank. of the Southwest in Houston, Texas, three, 
panels of sculpture were rejected. The May 21, 1956 edition of The New. York 
Times , page 27, stated ZORACH reluctantly accepted $56,515 for the unused 
work from the Texas bank with a "broken, heart." (See "Congressional Record," 
6-14-56, pages 9382 and 9383.) 

It may interest Firing Line readers to learn that ZORACH sculptured 
a bust of.Rev*. JOHN HOWARD MELISH> who was- removed' from the- Protestant Episcopal 
Church of the Holy Trinity, Brooklyn Heights, New York, in 1949, because he 
refused to dismiss his son, Rev, WILLIAM HOWARD MELISH, as assistant minister. 
After his father left, WILLIAM MELISH remained in the Church in, the* capacity 
of a* supply priest, despite stormy unsuccessful efforts to* oust* him. A Director 
of the Communist- front, National Council of American-Soviet Friendship, Inc., 
since its inception, in 1944, WILLIAM MELISH's name was shown on the records; of 
thfe Subversive Activities Control Board (SACB) to have been a menfcer of the 
Communist Party. After a 11-year old fight, the, Appellate Division* o£ the New 
York State Supreme Court ruled on June 24, 1957, WILLIAM' MELISH should be dis- f 
missed from his post as acting minister. SHIRLEY GRAHAM, an identified Comrau-' 
nist and wife of W. E. B. DUBOIS, has been listed as an active pro-MELISH 
parishioner of this Church. (See "The Tablet," 6-29-57, page 11; "New York 
Times", 6-26-57, page 28; SACB, Recommended Decision, Docket No. 104-53, 
Appendix B, 1955, page vii; and "The New York Herald Tribune", 4-16-56). 
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The files of the House Committee on Un-American Activities revealed 
ZORACH has a four-page record of affiliations with subversive organizations. 
Among these, ZORACH has supported the following: American Commit £ee to f or Pro- 
tection, of Foreign Born, American Continental Congress for World' Peace, Civil 
Rights Congress, John Reed Clubs, National Council of the Arts, Sciences and 
Professions, American Committee To Save Refugees, American Russian Institute, 
Schappes Defense Committee, Veterans of -the Abraham Lincoln Brigade and the 
American Pushkin Committee. In 1949, ZORACH signed a statement defending the 
12 top national leaders of the Communist Party, U.S.A. (See "Congressional 
Record," 6-14-56, pages 9382 and 9383; and Special- Committee on Un-American 
Activities, Appendix IX, 1944, pages 360, 1098, ; 1562, 1648 and 1772.)

In his _ 
annual report io the Congress of the United States on the administration of the 
Foreign Agents, Registration Act, Attorney General HERBERT BRCWNELL «- »;J ed 
these individuals as foreign agents who were employed in editorial capacities 
by the Soviet Embassy's USSR Illustrated Monthly during 1956. 

This Soviet magazine, published through an agreement between the govern- 
ments of the United States and the Soviet Union since August 1956, is P*i**ed 
(50,000 copies) and distributed in the United States at ar annual subscription 
rate -of $1.80. Reciprocally, the agreement also provides for the distribution 
of 'United States ™n?hlv African Illustrated in the Soviet Union for five rubles, 
or at the official exchange rate of $1.25 a copy. It is i^ r ;?";*.£/2V- 
single issues of USSR Illustrated Monthly can be purchased in the United States 
for only $.20 each. While the Soviet Embassy's address is 1125 - 16 ™S" ee J> 
■N W Washington, D. C, its magazine office is actually located at 1706 - 18th 
Street N W? Presently USSR illustrated Monthly is printed by The Cuneo Press, 
4«c , of Milwaukee, Wisconsin. (See "The Sun," 7-22-56; and "USSR .Illustrated 
Monthly," No. 9, 1957.) 

iisrr information Bulletin , predecessor of USSR Illustrated Monthly, 
was published in this country by tne Soviet Embassy from the early 1940 ,s until 
It was .ordered discontinued by the United States Department of State in July 
1952". This suspension order climaxed the Soviet Unionls persistent efforts to 
"kill" Amerika, the then United States magazine which had been circularizing 
in the Soviet Union.

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English- language brightly colored Soviet periodical attempts to present alleged 
candid national life of the Soviet people living in the land of God- less Com- 
munism, under a brutal regime. Regardless of its attractive 1 format, Americans 
will not be fooled by this slick expensive instrument of Cotraaunist propaganda.

LOUIS LERMAN, a Technical Editor for USSR Illustrated Monthly , re- 
ceived a salary of $4,047.64 from the Soviet Union in 1956. According to a 
Congressional hearing, LERMAN was dismissed from the faculty of the City College 
of New York for being a "Communist 11 instructor at the School For Democracy, a 
now defunct Communist institution. During the year 1942, as a faculty merriber 
at this subversive school, LERl&N taught a course in short story writing. (See

There are $41 hotels 
in Atlantic City and many of the larger hotels front on the boardwalk 
adjacent to the Atlantic Ocean. The boardwalk is sixty feet wide and 
five miles long and was the first of its kind in the United States. 

Atlantic City is well known as the home of the Miss America 
Pageant which will be held in September, 1957, prior to the American 
Legion Convention. Many conventions are held in Atlantic City and 
assemble in Convention Hall, described as the largest auditorium in the 
world.

City and Rural Crime Trends, 1955-1956 

The year 1956 was marked by a new high in major 
crimes throughout the country. Major crimes increased in 7 of 8 
categories to a record total of 2, 568, 150, representing an increase 
of 13. 3 percent above 1955, and surpassing the 2 and a half million 
mark for the first time. City crimes increased 12. 7 percent while 
crimes committed outside of cities rose 15.3 percent. A comparison 
of the more serious crimes reflects the following figures for 1956;

As major crimes surpassed the two and a half million \ 
mark in 1956 for the first time, a comparison of population growth in \ 
the U. Si with major crimes committed shows that since 1950, the \ 
rate of crime has increased 4 times as last as the rate of population, j 
During this period, crime has increased 43 percent, while population 
has increased 11 percent. 

All crimes against the person increased in 1956. There 
were 6, 970 murders, an increase of 1. 8 percent; 5, 650 cases of 
negligent manslaughter, an increase of .7 percent; 20, 300 rapes, an 
increase of 6.3 percent; and 96,430 aggravated assaults, an increase 
of 4«0 percent.

An overall Increase of 13. 8 percent vas noted 
la crime* against property, with property lose Ate to robber lea, 
burglaries, auto theft* and larcenies mounting to about 440 million 
dollars. While robberies decreased by 720 or 1. 3 percent, they 
totaled 56, 770; There were 525, 720 burglaries involving about 
90 million dollars and representing an increase of 6. 7 percent. 
Automobile thefts increased by 16. 1 percent over 1955. In 
263,720 autothefts, automobiles valued at about 280 million 
dollars were stolen. Larcenies (except autos) increased 16. 7

Automobile Theft 

The number oi automobile thefts in the United States 
during the calendar year 1966, rose sharply above the 1956 figure — 
increasing 16. 1 percent. During the 1957 fiscal year, there were 
4, 836 convictions resulting from prosecutions authorised in eases 
Investigated by the TBI in this category, an all-time high. The FBI 
located 941 fugitives, and savings and recoveries amounted to 
117,936,439. 

ft should be noted to counteract this serious violation, 
the FBI conducted a series of conferences dealing with this problem. 
During calendar year 1956, a total of 178 specialized conferences were 
held throughout the country, one in New Jersey. This conference was 
attended by representatives from 128 different agencies. 

C. PERSONNEL FIGURES 

One total number of FBI employees, Including Special 
Agents, as of July 11, 1957, was 14, 143. The total number of 
fecial Agents employed as of the same date was 8,198. 

COOPERATIVE FUNCTIONS 



A. identification Division 



As of July 31, 1957, there were 146, 126, 059 sets of 
prints on file, of which 30, 782, 366 were criminal prints. In July, 1957, 
the Bureau received 827, 685 sets of prints of which 30.78 percent 
were criminal prints. During 1957, 15, 440 fugitives were identified 
through fingerprint comparisons, an all-time high. There were 1, 227 
fugitives Identified during the month of July. During 1957 fiscal year, 
there were 13, 038 contributors and an average of 22, 683 fingerprint 
cards received each working day, as compared with an average of 
20, 887 for last year. A total of 5, 152 fingerprint cards were received 
from Atlantic City In 1957, of which 822 were criminal and 4, 330 

were civil. 
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B. TBI LABORATORY (FISCAL YEAR 1057) 

The rolume of work received by the FBI Laboratory 
during fiscal year 1957 reached the bigheet total in its 25 year 
history. There were 33, 103 requests for assistance involving 
160, 643 scientific examinations of 134, 683 specimens of evidence as 
compared with 142, 627 examinations conducted during the previous 
fiscal year* During the 1957 fiscal year, 333 examinations of 
evidence were made for municipal and state law enforcement 
agencies in Hew Jersey. 

C. FBI NATIONAL ACADEMY 

The 99th Session of the TBt National Academy was 
concluded on June 6» 1957. With this session, the total number of 
graduates reached 3, 360. The 60th Session of the FBI National 
Academy began on August 19, 1957, and of the 92 law enforcement 
officers in the class, three are from New Jersey. 

At present, there are a total of 104 National Academy 
graduates in good standing and active in New Jersey law enforcement, 
but only one in Atlantic City. 

Of the total number of 2, 330 FBI National Academy 
graduates actively engaged in law enforcement work as of June 30, 
1957, 657 of those graduates, or roughly 28 percent, occupy top 
executive positions in their law enforcement agencies. 

D. POLICE TRAINING 

A total of 3, 325 training schools were conducted by the 
FBI for municipal, county and state law enforcement agencies during 
the 1957 fiscal year., There were 116 of these training schools in 
New Jersey.

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V. COMMUNIST PARTY LINE 

The Communist Party, USA, since emerging from its 
16th National Convention in February, 1987, as an animated organisation, 
has given indications of an upsurge in all phases of ¥arty Activity, 

The Party continues its advocacy of peaceful co- 
existence and competition between capitalist and socialist nations 
in the field of international relations. Placing great emphasis on 
the need for further disarmament and a ban on the testing of nuclear 
weapons, the Party also espouses joint action between the United States 
and the Soviet Union as a means of achieving a lasting peace between 
Israel and the Arab nations. 

The Party has issued repeated calls for another Geneva 
Conference to reduce international tensions, and in its propaganda 
claims that all foreign aid should be coordinated through the United 
Nations, ft also supports the claim of communist China for admission 
to the UN and, in line with Soviet propaganda, affirms that war is 
no longer inevitable. 

With respect to domestic issues, the Party regards 
the current economic prosperity with skepticism, and traces infla- 
tionary trends to Government expenditures for armaments and to the 
excess profits of the large corporations. The Party is demanding a 
reduction in taxes for the low income group, and seeks expansion of 
the Federal program of social welfare. 

The Party has recently emphasised its claim of 
independence from communists in other nations in formulating 
policies, and has designated the organisation of an anti-monopoly 
coalition as its principal immediate task. 

Seeking further to gain acceptance as a legitimate 
political party, the Communist Party now stresses the claim that it 
advocates a peaceful transition to Socialism and has officially adopted 
a "new approach, " more conciliatory than in the past toward other 
Socialist - oriented groups, presaging an effort to find, with such groups, 
areas of agreement. 

In the racial problem the Party is placing considerable 
emphasis on the efforts of Negroes to gain complete equality, and, it 
is anticipated, will intensify attempts to exploit grievances of this 
minority group.

Crime Conditions 

No information ha* boot reported indicating 
the existence of organized gangs in Atlantic City. 

Marco ReglneUi who died in May, 1956, was 
reported to control gambling and racket activities in Camden and 
the South Jersey Arena. It wan reported to the Philadelphia 
Office in Hovember, 1956, that Dominic Ollvett of Camden, Hew 
Jersey, was taking over control of BeginelU'a activities. The 
Atlantic City Resident Agency was advised In July, 1958, that 
Herman "Stumpy" Orman was boss of rackets in Atlantic City with 
his partner Fred Massueei* 

]t appears that considerable "jockeying" is going 
on between Hegmelli*s "heirs" to determine who will have future 
control of rackets. 

There are numerous gambling and prostitution 
establishments in Atlantic City. The gambling places in general 
take horse bets and engage in the numbers business although other 
types of gambling are carried on. 

The Atlantic County holdover Grand Jury present- 
ment to Atlantic City Superior Court Judge Anthony Caf ario on June 
29, 1956 reported it found no evidence of corruption in the police 
department or any proof of "protective" gambling activities as 
alleged in a report filed by a minister's group. The Jury did find 
that "subsurface" gambling and "some vice" existed in the resort, 
but it determined the conditions as "reasonably under control. "

Our relations with the "Atlantic City Press" have 
generally been iavorable, and the Director wrote 
Fink lour letters between 1051 and 1084 conveying 
appreciation for lour editorials very favorable to 
the Bureau. These editorials were entitled "Thirty 
Tears A G-Man, » "Capture of Communist Fugitives, '» 
"Communists In The Schools" and "FBI Rounding Up 
C ommun i s t Leaders." Additional letters were sont 
to Francis E. Groasdalewho was editor prior to 
Fink, from 1936 until 1991, concerning favorable 
editorials, ft is to be noted that the "Atlantic City 
Press" was considered an unfriendly newspaper , 
from 1940 until 1943 following the publication of an 
editorial in May, 1940, entitled "First With The 
Trigger" which inferred that FBI Agents shot first 
and asked questions afterwards* 

We have not written the "Atlantic City Press" since 
May 18, 19M. 

No other daily newspapers are published in Atlantic 
City. 

Our relations with the newspapers In the larger cities 
in Hew Jersey are satisfactory, and we have had 
cordial correspondence with the newspapers published 
in the larger cities of that state including Camden, 
Elisabeth, Jersey City, Passaic, Patterson, Trenton 
and Newark. While our relations with the "Newark 
Evening News" have generally been favorable, Arthur 
Sylvester, Washington correspondent for the "Newark 
Evening News" has demonstrated a hostile attitude 
toward the Bureau on a number of occasions. 
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Sylvester bas been the Washington correspondent 
since April, 1944. Following a story published 
by the "Newark getting News" in July, 1947, the 
Director stated that all future dealings with the 
paper should be most iormal and restricted* 
Sylvester called Mr. Nichols in January, 1949, stating 
that he believed a car in the vicinity of his home was 
an TBI automobile on surveillance, ft was determined 
that he was incorrect in this assumption. Sylvester has 
invited the Director to speak at various luncheons in 
Newark and Washington, D. C, all of which were 
declined. In November! 1953, the "Newark Evening News* 
ran a feature story concerning Harry Dexter White 
under Sylvester* s by-line wherein he quoted O. Frederick 
Mullen as saying the FBI had departed from its usual 
practice and presented conclusions of its own in 
material transmitted to the White Bouse and other 
Government officials regarding this case, ft was de- 
termined that Sylvester was incorrect in reporting 
on this occasion, and he was contacted and advised of 
this fact. 

On February 9, 1955, the Director attended a banquet 
at the Statler Hotel in Washington given by the Radio 
and Television Correspondents Association, the 
Director was seated next to Arthur Sylvester, who 
made derogatory remarks regarding the poor quality 
of Bureau Agents and classified them as "clucks." 
Sylvester made other allegations critical o£ the 
Bureau and our operations, and the Director set him 
straight on all points. In describing the incident in 
a memorandum dated February % 1955, the Director 
concluded that Sylvester was not to be contacted at 
any time by representatives of the FBI in view of 
his basically hostile and prejudiced attitude toward the 
Bureau.

Our relations with the rank and file of the Atlantic 
City Police Department are favorable and we have received co- 
operation from most of the off leera in the police department. One 
National Academy graduate, [ l a 

graduate of the 43rd Session of the National Academy, is on active 
doty with the Atlantic City Police Department and has been com- 
pletely cooperative with representatives of this Bureau. 

On August 9, 1956, Jerry J. Sullivan was sworn in 
as Chief of Police and his permanent appointment to this position, 
confirmed by the Civil Service Commission after three other police 
captains who were eligible to take the ex a mination for the post 
waived their rights to compete for the position. The newly created 
position of Deputy Chief of Police in the Atlantic City Police Depart- 
ment was filled bv l I formerly in charge of the 
Accident Bureau. The Deputy Chief was given full charge of the 
Traffic Department, the Accident Bureau and the Parking Meter 
Department. 

The 1956 holdover Atlantic County Grand Jury 
investigated the large number of "acting" officials is the Atlantic City 
Police Department. The grand Jury noted that in June, 1956, the 
department had an Acting Chief, Acting Captain and most of the 
Sergeants were serving in an acting capacity. All of the present 
Detective Captains were acting,although only one of them was receiving 
the full salary of that position. The last Civil Service ex aminati o n 
for Captain of Detectives was sold In 1951 and the last test for Sergeant 
was about ten years ago. The "Newark Evening News" of June 12, 1956, 
ouoted the report of the Ministerial Association of Greater Atlantic City 
as follows: "There seems to be no merit system whatsoever in the 
department. (Police Department) We have found that there exists in 
the department not only political influence but shady influence where 
even to get a position in a radio car or inside work or a good beat, the 
police must get the consent of precinct captains, ward leaders or even 
influential racket men."

Congressman Saylor requested that the Director meet 
with one of Congressman Say lor' a constituents, Mr. John Salem, for not 
more than ten minutes upon the Director's arrival in Atlantic City, or at 
sis convenience. 1 

Congressman Baylor described Salem as an Alternate V 
Delegate from the 20th District, American Legion, which includes part \ 
of the Congressman's district and stated Salem is a feature writer for the\ 
"Johnstown Observer, n one of the outstanding weekly newspapers of \ 

Pennsylvania. \"; 

By letter of August 2, 1917, the Director advised " 

Congressman Saylor that he would be happy to see Salem but the American \ 
Legion had arranged his schedule for the brief time he would be In 
Atlantic City and he doubted the possibility of arranging for an appointment 
to see him. The Director stated that if the situation should change in any 
way, he would advise the Congressman. 

Our files reveal that one James John Salem of Johnstown, 
Pennsylvania, applied for the position of Special Agent in April, 1951. He 
made a poor appearance, was untidy and utterly devoid of tact, poise and 
resourcefulness, fie displayed a false sense of overconfidtawe and was a 
disgusting braggart. He spoke with smug superiority concerning his 
escapades with women. This applicant had a B.S. degree in education 
from Ohio University, and although it Is not krowu whether he is 
identical with the individual mentioned in Saylor' s letter, it was deemed 
inadvisable for the Director to meet him. 
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REVEREND BERNARD V, QBRDON ~ NATIONAL CHAPLAIN 



We have had cordial relations with Reverend Gerdon 
who wrote the Director on March 51, 1957, enclosing a copy of the 
American Legion handbook entitled "Back to God. " This handbook 
outlines the objectives of the movement launched by the Legion as a 
contribution to strengthening the moral and spiritual character of 
our country. 

The Director replied to Reverend Gordon's letter 
on March 27, 1957, thanking him for his thoughtfulness in sending 
a copy of the handbook and stating that the American Legion has 
long been one of the staunch defenders of the American way of life, 
noting that a deep-seated religious conviction is one of the very 
foundation stones of that way of life. 

MR. JOHN J, WICKER. JR. - RICHMOND, VIRGINIA 

John J. Wicker, Jr. , Chairman of the Virginia War 
Memorial Commission, wrote the Director on March 5, 1957, stating 
he was delighted to learn that the Director would be the principal 
speaker at the National Convention of the American Legion in Atlantic 
City in September, 1957* 

The Director replied to Wicker by letter of March 11, 
1957, thanking him for his comments concerning the Directors 
clarification of his position regarding those who gave aid to the 
communist cause. Tne Director stated he was looking forward to 
addressing the American Legion in September and hoped he would 
see Wicker at that time. Our files reveal that we have had considerable 
correspondence with Wicker, who has invited the Director to speak 
at a number of American Legion functions.

Philip Bucci 

Director of Public Relations 

The American Legion 

Bucci is a prominent Legionnaire in Pennsylvania. On May 4, 
1956, he called on Mr. DeLoach at Bureau Headquarters and invited the 
Director to speak before the Pennsylvania American Legion State Convention* 
The Director was unable to accept due to the uncertainty of his schedule. 
Bucci contacted the Bureau several times in 1956 in regard to a citation of 
merit which the Department of Pennsylvania of the American Legion awarded \ 
the Director on July 20, 1956, at Us annual convention. Mr. DeLoach accepted 
the citation on behalf of the Director. Bucci is affiliated with the Public 
Relations Firm of Philip Bucci Associates, of Phlldelphia, 'Pennsylvania. He 
is an official of the United American Mechanics (UAM) and handles publicity for 
that organization. The UAM is a fraternal group which has on several 
occasions offered to present the Director with its "Outstanding Americanism" 
award which includes a cash award of $5000. The Director declined to accept 
this award when it has been offered in the past. On May 29, 1957, Bucci 
called on Mr. DeLoach and advised that the UAM was desirous of making 
this award to the Director at the annual convention of the UAM In 1958. Bucci 
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was told that it was not possible for the Director to commit himself so-far 
in advance. The Director did extend a brief note of greeting to the 1957 
UAM convention on June 18. Bucci wrote to the Director on June 23, 1957, 
and advised that the Director will soon receive formal notice that he has 
been selected to receive an award in the summer of 1959.

Clark will address National Commander Daniel's Banquet to 
Distinguished Guests on the evening of September 17 and will receive the 
American Legion's Distinguished Service Medal. Clark, a retired Army 
officer, was born May 1, 1896, and graduated from the United States 
Military Academy at West Point In 1917. BHe was commanding general of 
the Fifth Army;. commander of the Fifteenth Army Group; commander-in- 
chief of the United States Operation Forces in Austria and was United 
States High Commissioner. He has been President of The Citadel since 
1953. Bureau files contain no derogatory information concerning Clark. 
By letter of July ,8, 1955, the Director expressed appreciation to Clark 
for his remarks concerning the FBI in his Task Force Report regarding 
Intelligence activities. Clark!s Report was critical of the CIA; however, 
it stated that the limited survey of the FBI showed vthat the InternalSecurity 
and ; counter intelligence' functions of the FBI are conducted in a proper 
manner, under excellent supervision, and with due consideration given to 
the needs of alt Government departments and agencies. " It is noted that 
in 1946 the Director was the recipient of the American Legion's, 
Distinguished Service Medal which Clark will receive at the current 
convention. In thepast, Clarjchas invited' the Director to give commence- 
ment addresses at' the school.

He became Chief of Staff, SHAP£, 
in 1949* In 195$ he became Supreme Allied Commander in Europe, serving 
until his retirement in 1956, after which he became President of the American 
Red Cross* The Bureau has had cordial relations with General Gruenther, 
and he was invited to speak at the graduation exercises of the 60th Session 
of the FBI NA on November 8, 1957; however, General Gruenther asked for 
a "rein check" in that he will be traveling in the Far East in connection with 
the American Red Cross.
